BLACK BOXERS HAVE MANY 
FINE QUALITIES, SAYS FRY 


Cc. B. Fry, in the New Fry's magazine, 
London, writes: 

“We in England have no anti-color feel- 
Ing, and we do not excite ourselves much 
about Jack Johnson having beaten J. J. 
Jetfrics in America; and as to the more 
recent boxing event at home we do not take 
sentimental sides over Langford's defeat 
over Lang. But ag 4 nation we have re- 
cently rediscovered our Jatent and deep- 
rooted interest in the ring—which J, for 
my part, consider a wholesome interest— 
and we do not much like not having a mano 
who ts either champion of the world or 
thereabouts. One of our own biood, | mean 
—a white man, 

1 did not see the Langford-Lang fight, 
but I have met dozens of men who did, and 
thay saw an exhibition of eminent Superior- 
Ny on the part of the colored man. One of 
them came away with the settled conviction 
that tt Is all U-P with the white man 
against the colored man in boxing. He 
tells me he has made up his mind (and he 
has seen much fighting) that the black man 
has {t over the white in two vital points— 
quickness and nervous insensibllity. Quick- 
hess, of course, means hitting power, not 
only in frequency, but tn force, for speed 
is a main component of the force of a blow, 
and nervous insensibility means natural 
capachly for not being affected by*puntsh- 
ment, Other things being equal, the man 
who can hit harder than his oppenent, and 
be less affected by the blows he recetyes 
must in general be the winner, 

“Few people recognize what quickness in 
athletics means, and that tn many forms of 
athletics tt 1s what they mis-call Strength. 
This is particularly noticeable in cricket. 
I have seen three non-white examples tn 
cricket; Indian, Malay and West Indian ne- 
gro. All three were quite distinctly quick- 
er with a cricket bat than any white man 


I have seen, The Indian waa the quickest, 
the Malay and the West Indian negro about 
equal, But we must remember that the 
Indian is quite closely allied by distant des- 
cent with the European. He ta an Aryan 
from the sane forefathers, Tbe negro 1s 
of a different stock, 

AS to Nervous sensibility, I doubt wtrth- 
er the best white man 1s inferjor by race 
to the best negro in natural endurance up- 
der punishment; and I am strongly of the 
Opinion that he 18 superior in the will-made 
endurance we call pluck, But I bave seen 
some remarkable examples of the physical 
nNonchalance of the black man, | saw 4 
Kalir in the Transkei district in South 
Africa, with his foot literally cut jo half, 
and calinly hobbling off, after casually tying 
It up with a rag. He remjnded me of a 
feline animal rather than of a human be- 
Ing—his insensibility was  induman—be 
hadn't even winced. It Js, of course, a ¢cur- 
fous fact that. one black man will survtve 
Wounds that would kill five white mes. A 
Surgeon who served in the Zulu war once 
related to me some notable Instances; but 3 
black: man will die. of an attack of measks
